INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

From Appletons' Literary Bulletin. 

A good deal of discontent has been expressed 
by writers in the journals at the terms of the 
proposed International Copyright Treaty. It 
is declared to be a publishers’ treaty instead of 
an authors’ treaty; and it is argued that the only 
rightful course for our Government to pursue is 
simply to grant to every foreign author a right 
in his productions similar to that which home 
writers enjoy. This certainly would be a very 
broad and simple thing to do ; but to do this 
would be to act without regard to all the special 
circumstances, and with heedless indifference 
to consequences that would follow. “Let justice 
be done though the heavens fall ” is a fine senti¬ 
ment ; but if substantial justice can be done 
without bringing down a calamity of this nature 


upon us, why may we not take counsel of wis¬ 
dom and act accordingly? 

The proposed treaty extends to British writers 
the privilege of copyright, but exacts in exchange 
one condition, which is, that their books shall 
be published in this country by an American 
publishing house. By complying with this 
simple requirement they are placed on a level 
with native authors. It strictly can not be 
called a restriction upon them, and it is not in¬ 
tended to be such ; it is designed wholly as a 
restriction upon the foreign publisher, which 
those who have carefully studied the subject 
consider indispensable. To give to British 
authors the privilege of copyright, with no con¬ 
ditions, would soon result in having half our 
books manufactured in England. Editions of 
all authors popular in the United States would 
be printed on the other side, exported to our 
shores, and our markets thus supplied. In a 
few instances this has been done even now ; 
with an unrestricted international copyright law 
it would become general, to the injury of Ameri¬ 
can publishers, paper-makers, printers, and 
binders. There would be no advantage to the 
British author in this, for he would obtain no 
larger share of the profits than under the plan 
proposed. Nor would there be an advantage to 
American authors, who hope for so much under 
an international law; for the country would be 
flooded with cheap issues of English books, 
just as now, only they would be made on the 
Thames instead of here. The American pub¬ 
lisher is disposed to render justice to foreign 
authors ; and he is anxious too see a strong 
native literature grow up ; he is willing to see 
all writers in every land placed on a level with 
American authors in the matter of copyright, 
and this he does voluntarily in a great many 
instances ; but he is not willing to see American 
book-manufacturing supplanted, which would 
be the case with an international law without 
restrictions.

The chief sufferers by the reprint trade are 
not British publishers, for whom I have no 
great sympathy, nor even British authors, whom 
I should like dearly to see righted. The Ameri¬ 
can author suffers more than either. While 
other forms of industry are protected in this 
country by an almost prohibitory tariff, it marks 
the lowness and materialistic character of our 
civilization that the highest kind of production 
is discouraged by being subjected to direct 
competition with stolen wares. The wonder is 
that we have any literature. A reader must pay 
a dollar and a half for a novel by an American, 
while he can buy “ Middlemarch” or “ Daniel 
Deronda”—incomparable offsprings of genius— 
for twenty cents. 

“ But the public gets the benefit,” says some 
hasty philosopher. Public-spirited people are 
always willing to have the public benefited at 
the expense of others. But does the public get 
benefit from this literary loot? For what is the 
office of literature ? To refine our daily life— 
to show us the ideal aspects of the world in 
which we live. Foreign literature, drawing its 
materials from foreign life, cannot do the work 
of American letters. It is important that we 
see our own life idealized and analyzed in liter¬ 
ature. Our aspiring people seek in Europe 
relief from the rawness of our new country, and 
feel when they land in England that they are 
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walking in a country whose highways or hedge¬ 
rows are consecrated in works of genius. We 
ought by this time to have a literature ennobling 
our thoughts of home and field and shop ; and, 
indeed, if we had had an honest and equitable 
copyright law, we might have had more than 
reaping and sewing machines with which to 
mark the advance of our civilization. . . . 
Notwithstanding the success we have made in 
some lighter forms, our literature cannot, in the 
more thoughful departments, hold up its head 
alongside the current literature of England, 
France, or Germany ; and our life is by conse¬ 
quence yet somewhat more crude and material 
in its aims- and methods than that of older 
nations. This is apparent in the way in which 
we regard literature and art, either as useless 
luxuries, or as vehicles containing morals or 
sugar-coating information. Since I began to 
write this little paper I have received a letter 
asking me to contribute to a live-stock paper a 
serial story that shall, “ in an attractive lorrn, 
treat of the breeding of meat on the plains,” 
the slaughtering,cutting, and family marketing, 
with a lot of other kitchen ideas. This is the 
way literature looks to some people. I once 
heard an English woman say, with malice in 
her tone, that America was a great country for 
machines.

YOUNG'S CONCORDANCE. 

Editor of the Publishers' Weekly : 

Allow us a word in reference to the reprint 
by Messrs. Dodd, Mead & Co. of the above 
work, the control of which for America belongs 
to us by an exclusive arrangement with the 
author. 

I. Up to this transaction there has always 
been an observance between our two houses of 
what is known as the “ Law of the courtesy of 
the trade,” a law that somewhat regulates 
piracy in books, a poor substitute for the rnuch- 
talked-of international copyright law. 

II. The plates which Messrs. D., M. & Co 
announce that they have purchased were made 
by the photo process by the late American Book 
Exchange, against the reiterated earnest protests 
of the author, who spent nearly a lifetime on 
this great work. 

III. Messrs. D., M. & Co. say: “With the 
history of the book previous to our undertaking 
its publication we have nothing to do.” As if a 
wrong becomes right by passing through a 
second hand. 

IV. Again they say : “ We have submitted to 
Dr. Young a proposition to pay him copyright 
on every copy sold, provided he withdraws the 
E?iglish edition .” Can it be that these gentle¬ 
men do not know that in this offer they grossly 
insult Dr. Young and gravely wrong us? Their 
offer is virtually a bribe to Dr. Young to break 
his contract with us after we have spent large 
sums of money to create a market for the book 
They then naively add, “ Dr. Young’s receiving 
or not receiving a copyright, therefore, is now 
a matter that rests with himself.” They take on 
airs for acting justly in saying to Dr. Young : 
“Give us your book for that amount, and break 
your contract with your American agents, not¬ 
withstanding they have much money invested 
in the book ; if you do not do this we will take 
your book for nothing, and tell the public it 
was all your own fault.” It does not seem to 


occur to these gentlemen that Scotchmen are 
noted for their sense of justice and their stub¬ 
bornness. 

V. Messrs. D., M. & Co. also say that they 
have now incorporated the additions and cor¬ 
rections of the 4th edition. The responsibility 
for taking them without the consent of the author 
they cannot throw on their predecessors—the 
poor Book Exchange. We happen to know 
about how long it took to make those correc¬ 
tions. We ask the trade to wait until they 
can see the book. 

VI. “In typographical appearance, etc., the 

work will be equal to the English edition.” The 
English edition is printed at the government 
printers’ in Edinburgh, und^r the immediate 
superintendence of Dr. Young. The book is a 
fine specimen of the printer’s art. Now we 
maintain it is utterly impossible, though $2.00 
per token were paid for the printing, to print 
equally well from any “photo” plates. Dr. 
Young, through printing in very large editions 
of late, has so reduced the expense of getting 
out the book that he is now realizing a small 
income from our sales in America. If any au¬ 
thor in the world ought to have escaped the 
wrongs of “piracy,” Dr. Young is surely that 
author. Funic & Wagnalls.

Editor of the Publishers' Weekly : 

We thank you for your courtesy in submitting 
to us proof of a communication referring to 
“ Young s Concordance.” This book has been 
persistently pushed as superseding “Cruden,” 
of which our house has owned and published 
the only American edition for more th|in a gener¬ 
ation. Our property in Cruden having been 
sensibly affected by this action, we thought it 
wise to purchase the rival book when offered to 
us, and having very essentially improved it at a 
large outlay, we announced it for publication. 
The form of our announcement to which excep¬ 
tion is taken was made necessary by attacks on 
our edition, which the importers of the English 
book hastened to make in advance even of our 
announcement. It did not occur to us, however, 
that they would lay claim to the book on the 
score of “trade courtesy.” We believed this 
claim to be wholly unwarranted and without 
precedent; but not having been ourselves in¬ 
volved in a similar controversy, we took pains 
to consult fellow-publishers,and were confirmed 
in the conviction that importation of English 
sheets has never been considered an American 
publication, and that no claim to the benefit of 
“trade courtesy” has ever been founded on 
such importation. Neither has any proposed 
International Copyright law found favor with 
our people which did not recognize the princi¬ 
ple that the book must be manufactured in 
America as well as published by an American 
publisher. The rights of the author we are glad 
to recognize, our house having always paid its 
English authors liberally. We have proffered a 
royalty to Dr. Young in good faith, and are 
willing and desirous to share with him our 
profit, if in any way his English publishers and 
American importers allow us to make a profit. 
Of his arrangements with them we of course 
know nothing:, but it is not to be supposed that 
Dr. Young will violate his agreements to accept 
a “ bribe” from us. We trust, however, that he 
will at last be brought to see the wisdom and 
justice of recognizing the American publication 
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of his great work. Certainly, judging from the 
advertisements of the importers of the book, he 
has not hitherto derived any advantage from the 
sale of the English edition in America, the in¬ 
ference being that such profit has been absorbed 
by them.

In view of the fact that the book was first im¬ 
ported and advertised by another house, and 
that very large sums were expended on it by 
the publishers of the American edition, the 
claim of having “ created a market,” seems 
hardly warranted. This is not the place for 
an advertisement of our edition of the book.

Sunday-School Books. — That admirable 
“corps of readers,” the Church Library Associ¬ 
ation, Cambridge, Mass., lias just issued the 
“ First Supplement to a List of Books recom¬ 
mended for Sunday-school and Parish Libraries.” 
This supplement contains the titles of books 
read and approved by the Church Library Asso¬ 
ciation since Easter, 1881, when a catalogue 
was published containing the titles of all the 
books read and approved up to that time. The 
classification which was followed in that cata¬ 
logue is preserved in this, and the association 
has continued to pursue the same general plan 
in the selection of books. By the courtesy of 
publishers, the committee in charge receives 
such works as seem likely to come within the 
scope of the association, and distributes them 
among the readers. Each book passes through 
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the hands of a committee of not less than nine 
members, and can be reported to the association 
only upon the recommendation of a majority of 
the committee. It is then considered in a 
general meeting of the whole association, which 
now numbers about forty members ; the objec¬ 
tion of one fourth of those present is sufficent 
to prevent the adoption of the book. Great 
care is thus taken to secure a close scutiny of 
every book which finally goes upon the list. It 
maybe said here that to obtain the list of books 
contained in this supplement three times as 
many books were read. The other two thirds 
were rejected by the association. The associa¬ 
tion desires to make its work as widely useful 
as possible, and will send its lists without 
charge to such as make application, but a post¬ 
age-stamp should be forwarded to cover postage. 
It invites suggestion and criticism. Copies of 
the full list, published Easter, 1881, can still be 
furnished. All communications should be ad¬ 
dressed to the “ Secretary of the Church Library 
Association, Cambridge, Mass.” 


OBITUARY. 

WILLIAM J. WIDDLETON. 

It is with deep regret that we are called upon 
to record the fact that on Tuesday, May 2, died 
at his residence in this city, William J. Widdle- 
ton. The announcement will awaken many 
memories in the minds of those who have had 
any connection with the book trade in this city 
during the last quarter of a century. Genial, 
courteous, companionable, and kind, his rela¬ 
tions with every member of the trade with whom 
he came in contact,from principals to office boys, 
were so pleasant as to make him a universal 
favorite. His business record stands bright 
and unstaineJ, and amid all the annoyances and 
perplexities of a long and active business life, 
his word has ever been as unchallenged as his 
personal popularity has been unwavering. Our 
as yet imperfect information shows that Mr. 
Widdleton was born in or near Boston nearly 
fifty years ago, and that about 1850 he came to 
this city, where for a number of years he was 
employed in the house of J. S. Redfield, whose 
lamp and circle were so familiar a trade-mark 
to the bookbuyers and booksellers of thirty 
years ago. In i860 Mr. Widdleton succeeded 
to the business of J. S. Redfield, and in June, 
1861, removed from the old stand in Beekman 
St. to 17 Mercer St., where he continued for 
several years, removing in 186S to 27 Howard 
St. In 1879 he disposed of the bulk ofhis pub¬ 
lications to the then new house of A. C. Arm¬ 
strong & Son, retaining only Poe’s works and a 
few other standards. Since that time he has 
maintained his connection with the trade 
through this abriged line of publications, having 
his office in the Armstrong house. Until the 
failure of A. Roman & Co., the San Francisco 
publishers, he was the New York agent of that 
house, and one of the successful ventures ofhis 
business career was the issue of the complete 
works of the Southern novelist, William Gilmore 
Simms, with the Darley illustrations, which, con¬ 
trary to general expectation, proved a decided 
success. Quiet but substantial both in his 
business and his life, his record as a represen¬ 
tative of the trade, both as associate and business 
man, is honorable and upright, and his death at 
a comparatively early age will take from the 
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circles of the New York book trade one of its 
most valuable, conscientious, and well-beloved 
members. Mr. Widdleton leaves a wife and 
three daughters. He was an esteemed member 
of the Church of the Messiah, of this city. Of 
his funeral from this church and of the action of 
the trade in relation to his death we are unable 
to give particulars at this writing, but it is un¬ 
derstood that Mr. Leavitt has placed the Trade 
Sale Rooms at the service of the trade for such 
a memorial meeting, the details of which we 
shall give in our next issue. 

Mr. John Francis, identified with the Alhc- 
mvwu for over half a century, died at his resi¬ 
dence in London in April. In August, 1831, 
Mr. Francis entered the office of the Athemeuni , 
and his connection as publisher of the paper 
covers a period of fifty years. Mr. Francis has 
been prominently connected with the move¬ 
ments in the interests of the newspaper press, 
and his public services in this direction have 
been warmly appreciated by the journalists and 
newspaper publishers of England. Mr. Fran¬ 
cis was a Liberal in politics and a member of 
the Baptist body, in whose operations he took 
an active part. He was an ardent worker for 
the welfare of the lower classes, and his death 
takes a friendly worker from among the poor 
of St. Giles’. 

Miss Dora Greenwell, an English poetess 
favorably known to English and American 
readers, died at Clifton, England, April 29, 
aged 60 years. The Publishers' Circular says 
of her poetry that it had much of the same kind 
of charm which belongs to the composition of 
Mrs. Barrett Browning, a writer for whom Miss 
Greenwell cherished the highest admiration. 
Many of her prose works, such as “ Colloquia 
Crucis,” ‘‘The Patience of Hope,” “The Two 
Friends,and “A Life of Lacordaire,” have 
had a deserved reputation among those who 
were fortunate enough to know her subtle and 
delicate methods of dealing with great subjects. 
She had long been an invalid, and for several 
years had written but little.
